From the time the community 
was foimded by the 18-year-old 
Legare in 1864, making it Sask- 
atchewan’'s second settlement, Wil- 
low Bunch has been a melting pot 
of French-Canadians, Britons and 
haif-breeds. 


Edward Beaupre would take 
some forgetting. Standing eight 
feet, three inches and weighing 
875 pounds, he didn’t live to see 
25, but managed to cram a lot of 
excitement into a short life, 

He wore size 20 shoes and a 
shirt collar still in possession of a 
Moose Jaw relative bears the size 
2014. His feats of strength became 
legendary. He is said to have been 
born a normal Daby, but was six 
feet tall at the age of nine. 

Persuaded by Willow Bunch 
friends to go on tour, he became 
ill at the St. Louis Exposition and 
died in 1903. Some people said it 
was because he was growing too 
fast. His body was taken to Mont- 
real, where it was kept in a mu- 
seum for years, 


Jean Louis Legare came to 
Saskatchewan by accident. He 
had gone to the United States 
from his native Quebec as a boy. 
There he met a Metis trader nam- 
ed Otiellette, and decided to go 
with him to his headquarters at 
Wood Mountain, a sort of prairie 
oasis. It was 100 miles southeast 
of where Moose Jaw now stands. 
It was the gathering place for 
Assiniboine Indians and the Sioux 
from the Dakotas. 

The Black Hills of South Da- 
kota had been the home and hunt- 
ing grounds of a large section of 
the Sioux nation for generations, 
and the land was preserved to 
them in a treaty with Washing- 
ton. 

The subsequent gold rush to the 
region was regarded by the In- 
dians as a violation of the treaty.

Bull a new reservation, but he re- 
fused it. 

Then came Little Big Horn and 
the massacre of General Custer’s 
soldiers. Fearing retribution, Sit- 
ting Bull moved his people into 
Canada, where he camped in the 
vicinity of a trading post operated 
by Legare at Wood Mountain. 

Legare had established a high 
reputation for fair dealing among 
the Indians, and he soon became 
a fast friend of Sitting Bull, Sit- 
ting Bull turned to Legare when 
both the American and Canadian 
governments tried to lure the 
Sioux back to the U.S. Only after 
Legare persuaded him to go did 
the stubborn chief accept the Am- 
erican government's offer of am- 
nesty. 

At one time, Legare was one of 
the major fur merchants in the 
west, taking a string of 100 carts 
loaded with furs to Winnipeg 
every spring. He kept as 1.iany as 
2,000 head of livestock on his Wil- 
low Bunch ranchlands, sharing his 
wealth with the needy. Legare 
was Willow Bunch’s first general 
merchant ind first postmaster. He 
died in 1918,

Corn Growing 
In Manitoba 
Increasing 


There is a reviving interest 
in corn growing in the. Red 
River Valley of southern Mani- 
toba, following the good 
yields of 1953 and the advan- 
tage of no quotas or market 
restrictions on this crop. 


This increasing interest in the 
corn crop is bound to continue say 
Dr, BE, D. Putt and John Gies- 
brecht of the Experimental Sta- 
tion at Morden, Man. Two new 
hybrids, Morden 74 and Morden 
77, which were produced and re- 
leased by the Morden Station a 
few years ago are available to 
farmers in commercial quantities 
for the first time for next spring’s 
planting. 

These two hybrids, Morden 74, 
@ flint-dent and Morden 77, a full 
dent, have been under test at the 
Morden Station for five years and 
in this period have demonstrated 
their local superiority over the| and Regina. : 
other hybrids, They have exceeded| An interesting feature of the 
Warwick 210, Kingscrost KE3 and | new Saskatchewan regulations is 
the old variety Falconer in both 
yielding ability and earliness, The 
average yields in bushels per acre 
for the period 1949-53 were as fol- 
lows; Morden 74-61.9, Morden 77- 
61.3, Warwick 210-57.5, KE3-56.8, 
and Falconer 56.0. The ear mois- 
tures ‘at harvest time were as fol 
lows: Morden 74-30.3 per cent., 
Morden 77-30.9 per cent., Warwick 
210-34.9 per cent., KE3-36.5 per 
cent., and Falconer 36.1 per cent. 

The lower ear moisture in the 
Morden hybrids is an indication of 
earliness and better quality of 
grain. In ear height, smut resis- 
tance, stem strength, tillering and 
weight per bushel they have also 
performed very well. 

Corn in the past has been a 
profitable crop in southern Mani- 
toba. In the future with the use 
of these better hybrids it promises 
to be more profitable .

Program For Marking Historic 
Sites In Saskatchewan Planned 


A program for the marking and 
development of historic sites in 
Saskatchewan by the Saskatche- 
wan Golden Jubilee Committee has 
been announced by Fred McGuin- 
ness, executive director of the 
committee. 

Replicas of Red River carts will 
be placed under gable-roof shel- 
ters at points where historic 
trails cross present provincial 
highways. At least 12 of these 
carts will be constructed as exact 
replicas by the woodworking class 
at the provincial jail near Regina, 
with a few more to be reserved 
for use in parades or pageants. 
An English wheelwright who pion- 
eered in Saskatchewan shortly af- 
ter the turn of the century, Harry 
Ford of Humboldt, will supervise 
construction, 

At least 10 historical ferries or 
crossings will be marked by ap- 
propriate signs during 1954. 

Northern fur trade posts to be 
marked and developed include the 
noted Henry-Frobisher Brothers’ 
Fort at Amisk Lake southwest of 
Creighton, Fort Carlton north of 
Saakatoon, tke South Branch 
Hotises‘of both the Hudson's Bay 
and North West companies, the 
Francois-Finlay Forts south of 
Nipawin and Fort la Biche near 
Hudson Bay.

In Southern Alberta Important 


Commercial mustard hag become a crop of considerable 
importaftice in southern Alberta. A Lethbridge firm com- 
menceéd contract growing of this crop in 1936, but it had 
been grown for a few years previous to that on a consider- 
able scale by at least two farmers in the Warner district 


for Montana millers. 


The acreage has rapidly increas- | last three seasons have been much 


In re- 
cent years it has usually been be- 
tween 35,000 and 50,000 acres and 
Lethbridge now claims the distinc- 
tion of handling more mustard 
than any ather centre in the world. 

There are three kinds of mus- 
tard.being grown. Yellow, brown 
and Oriental, but the acreage of 
yellow far exceeds that of either 
of the other two. Tests at the 
Lethbridge Experimental Station 
says W. D. Hay, show the yellow 
to be definitely earlier than the 
other two, but also definitely low- 
er in yielding capacity. Yields

cases, but the average yield per 
acre of yellow mustard over a 
long period of years is approxt- 
mately 500 pounds per acre, 

Yellow mustard can be easily 
distinguished from all other types 
of both the cultivated and wild 
forms by its colour and size of 
kernel, The Brown and Oriental 
are more difficult to identify, but 
this can be done fairly easily with 
the aid of a magnifying glass. 
Farmers are not worried about 
commercial varieties becoming 
weeds since they can be easily 
controlled by summerfallowing or 
by spraying which is becoming a 
fairly general practice for the con- 
trol of all broad leaved annual 
weeds, 

Mustard is sown about the mid- 
dle of May, after wheat seeding is 
completed, and is usually harvest- 
ed by straight combining just be- 
fore wheat harvesting commences. 

Since the market for mustard is 
very limited, and varies from sea- 
son to season, Mr. Hay cautions, 
it is almost essential to grow it 
under contract. 

Lethbridge contracting firms 
paid .05 per pound this season for 
Yellow mustard and .03% per 
pound for. Brown. Over a long 
period of years the net returns 
per acre from mustard on dry 
land have been much the same as 
those from wheat,

It is a happy thought on the, 
part of the Swan River school 
trustees to perpetuate the memory 
of two outstanding citizens who 
did so much for the children of 
this town, by naming the schools ;

Until the present it has been | 
the “old school” and the “new | 
school”, but now we have another | 
new school and the schools will 
require to be named. 

The old school will be known 
as the “Duncan School” in mem- 
ory of John Duncan who was for | 
many years principal of the school, 
coming here in 1917 and acting 
as principal until his death in July, 
1938. No man could be held in 
higher esteem by his fellow citi- 
zens than was John Duncan and 
his former pupils now living in 
Swan River (and they are many) 
stil! declare he was the best prin- 
cipal the school ever had, main- 
taining the respect and good-will 
of the pupils. 

What? has been known as the 
new school will henceforth be 
known as the “Taylor School” in 
memory of R. G. Taylor, another

two wells drilled in the Biggar area of the province.

Unusual Project Underway 


Near Rocky Mountain House 


Downstream from Rocky Moun- 
tain House an unusual project is 
under way. Forty acres of un- 
cultivated land have been set 
aside for study and improvement 
of Alberta’s native fruits. Blue- 
berries and cranberries will re- 
ceive special attention, but rasp- 
berries, strawberries saskatoons 
and high bush cranberries will be 
studied as the work progresses. 
Planning the experiments are hor- 
ticulturalists of the University of 
Alberta. 

For sometime there has been 
interest in this wild fruit improve- 
ment idea, but one difficulty has 
been to find a suitable site for the 
experiments, Cranberries and blue- 
berries are both very particular as

Why they thrive on these acid 
wastelands is told by Dr. R. J. 
Hinton, Professor of Horticulture, 
Blueberry and cranberry plants do 
not have root hairs, he says, so 
they have to rely on other means 
of obtaining their soil water and 
nutrients, For this they depend on 
certain soil fungi which live in the 
outer cells of the plant roots, 
These fungi take in water and soil 
nutrients for the plant, and in ex- 
change receives a share of the 
starches and sugars produced by 
the plant. The plants need the 
fungi, and the fungi need an acid 
soil. 

Various means to this wild fruit 
improvement end are planned by 
the scientists. The enviroment 
might be changed by removing 
competitive and shade producing 
plants, by irrigating during dry 
periods, by fertilizing and by 
mulching. With the wide variabil- 
ity in all native plants, the larger 
fruited and more productive types 
might be selected and increased. 

Larger fruited cultivated blue- 
berries and cranberries might be 
introduced to impart some of their 
desirable qualities in crosses with 
our more hardy species, 

The land has been procured and 
the work just begun, but the 
eventual aim, says Dr. Hilton, is 
better wild fruits for Albertans. 
Even under present conditions 
these fruits are gathered and 
enjoyed, but improvement should 
add both to their quantity and at- 
tractiveness. From these studies 
might arise economic use of 
acres of relatively barren sand- 
hills and boglands, and full or 
part time employment for many 
rural residents in or near these 
areas,

cal services in the area between 
Ponoka and Leduc and between 
Pigeon lake and Camrose, accord- 
ing to a compilation made for 
The Wetaskiwin Times by Farm 
Electric Services, Ltd., Calgary.

Curling is a gentleman's or gen- 
tlewoman’s game, Bomping meme 
bers of an opposing rink with 
curling rocks is frowned upon in 
the best curling circles, Sweeping 
them out of the way with brooms 
is also considered not cricket (or 
curling), That’s why you seldom 
see curlers adorned- with sticking 
plaster, the badge of successful 
hockey players, 

Curling is an amazing game and 
while to non-curlers it may seem 
a wee bid daft, it is rightly one 
of the finest things ever imported 
to this country from Scotland,

Most of these parents 
probably were prone to look upon 
the policeman as an arrogant per- 
son who deiived pleasure from 
persecuting their particular child 
und most prized possession, How- 
ever, when it had been learned 
that no prosecution was contem- 
plated, dangers of such activities 
on the child’s part had been dis- 
cussed, and the constable had ex- 
plained his very human preference 
to bringing the child home safe, 
but sorry rather than having to 
visit the home as the bearer of a 
sad story of death or serious in- 
Jury, in most instances the par- 
ents formed a new esteen of these 
men in blue and promised their 
full co-operation in preventing 
their children from continuing 
vhese dangerous practices. It was 
cealized that railway policemen 
have an active and human interest 
in the safety of the general public, 
as well as in their main dutics of 
protecting railway passengers, pro- 
perty and equipment. — 

Statistics have shown a reduc- 
tion in the number of such visits 
made by Canadian Pacific Railway 
Police in the Western Provinces 
during the year 1953 over previous 

-4. It is felt that this reducion 
is attributable to a considerable 
extent to the juvenile safety pro- 
gram instituted by the Canadian 
Pacific in 1958. In the province of 
Alberta this program, conducted 
at the expense of the Canadian 
Pacific Raibaay Co., resulted in 
visits being made to 58 schools by 
a team of two members of their 
Investigation Department, who 
employed the use of approved 
saftey films in conjunction with 
safety lectures in getting across 
to several tiiousand pupils the 
basic principles of their safety 
practices involving the railroad. 
In addition 18 newspapers co-oper- 
ated in publishing articles de- 
signed to bring the program to the 
attention of parents and to awaken 
in them the sense of necessity of 
continuous “Safety” education of 
children in their homes. Also in- 
cluded in the program was the dis- 
tribution of safets, literature for 
display in every school in the pro- 
vince, 

Since the inception of the pro- 

ram, 19! visits have been made 
to homes by Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way police in Alberta, in company 
with children found violating safe- 
ty rules on railway property. They 
say that this represents a reduction

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two safety films, “The Long Way 
Home From School” and "On Two 
Wheels,” both of ‘which tave been 
viewed and approved by the 
Audio-Visual Branch of the De- 
partment of Education. 

Another 5,000 “Safety” posters 
of a new design, which graphi- 
cally indicate numerous unsafe 
practices indulged in by juveniles 
and which the railway hopes to 
overcome, ‘have been distributed 
for classroom display in all schools 
in the province in connection with 
the 1954 program. “ 

The films “The Long Way 
Home From Srhool” and “On Two . 
Wheels,” will be showm in the Glei- 
chen school on the afternoon of
